Interests  of  the  churches,  are  the  men  to  take  the 
lead  and  to  enlist  the  membership  in  a  renewed 
purpose  of  following  Jesus  and  of  becoming  fish¬ 
ers  of  men. 

The  churches  have  voted  their  confidence  in 
the  deacons,  and  will  be  ready  to  stand  by  them 
with  even  more  enthusiasm  when  it  Is  seen  that 
they  are  calling  God's  people  to  heroic  and  un¬ 
selfish  and  persistent  and  united  places  for  car¬ 
rying  out  our  Lord '8  marching  orders.

TION. 


Southern  Baptists  have  found  (hat  united  In¬ 
terest  and  effort  will  bring  results. 

Until  recent  years  they  neglected  the  ministra¬ 
tion  to  suffering  humanity  which  may  be  ren¬ 
dered  through  hospitals;  they  failed  to  follow 
the  example  and  teaching  of  their  Lord.  When 
they  saw  their  duty  and  went  Into  the  work 
funds  for  buildings  and  equipment  ccme  In  a 
gratifying  way,  patronage  was  liberal  and  much 
spiritual  service  is  rendered  In  connection  with 
healing.  The  work  has  grown  In  a  surprising 
way  and  will  continue  to  grow. 

But  hospitals  everywhere  are  seriously  handi¬ 
capped  by  the  lark  of  pupils  coming  Into  the 
training  school  for  nurses.  Pupils  graduate, 
nurses  drop  from  the  profession  before  and  after 
graduation,  and  the  demand  for  trained  nurses 
is  on  the  increase.  There  must  be  more  pupil 
nurses  If  hospitals  are  to  render  their  appointed 
service. 

Nursing  is  a  noble  calling  ,a  field  that  must 
appeal  to  the  woman  devoting  herself  to  Chris- 
tl°n  service;  a  fine  preparation  for  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  work;  a  profession  giving  ample  living  for 
the  woman  who  must  be  self-supporting. 

Scores  of  young  women  who  recently  declared 
themselves  ready  to  do  the  Lord's  will  In  what¬ 
ever  field  they  might  be  needed  may  well  con¬ 
sider  nursing  as  a  field  for  Christian  service.  We 
have  now  with  us  two  young  women  training 
as  nurses  as  a  part  of  preparation  for  the  fore'gn 
field.

For  instance,  a  dollar  now  is  worth  about  thirty- 
five  cents  when  compared  with  the  value  of  money 
four  years  ago.  Money  may  go  up  again  and  In 
four  years  from  now  It  may  be  worth  one  hundred 
cents.  A  $1504  subscription  paid  with  the  present 
low  price  of  money  amounts  to  only  $500  In  real 
value  of  the  money  of  four  years  ago  or  possibly 
of  the  money  five  years  from  now.  Pastors  and 
workers  and  subscribers  should  take  this  Into  con¬ 
sideration  and  while  we  all  have  the  money  we 
should  pay  one-firth  of  our  subscriptions.  Every¬ 
body  has  money  now.  Let  us  meet  these  subscrip¬ 
tions  and  not  only  pay  one-fifth,  but  let  us  pay 
half  or  all  of  It. 

Our  pastors  should  give  special  attention  tc  the 
collection  of  this  money.  I  know  that  the  tendency 
Is  for  our  preachers  to  turn  the  financial  affairs 
of  the  church  over  to  the  deacons.  This  I  am 
sure  Is  a  mistake.  If  giving  is  a  grace,  then  it 
should  be  culUvated.  If  the  pastor  Is  under  obli¬ 
gation  to  his  people  to  cultivate  the  graee  of  pray¬ 
er  and  praise  and  to  stimulate  truthfulness  and 
honesty,  then  why  Is  he  not  under  obligation  »iw» 
to  cultivate  the  grace  of  liberality,  to  not  only 
call  the  attention  of  his  people  to  the  fact  that 
giving  la  *a  part  of  the  divine  requirement,  but  by 
providing  for  them  a  systematic  method  by  which 
they  can  give? 

We  are  organizing  our  forces  to  send  out  a 
letter  and  a  batch  of  literature  to  every  subscriber 
to  the  76  Million  Fund  whose  address  we  have. 
This  letter  and  this  literature  will  largely  fall  in 
its  mission  If  our  pastors  do  not  co-operate  with 
us  in  railing  attention  from  the  pulpit  to  the  Im¬ 
portance  of  everyone  who  has  subscribed.  Raying 
at  least  one-fifth  of  his  subscription  by  May  first

Independent  choice  should  result  in  Inter-depen¬ 
dent  action.  Whether  we  will  or  not  we  must  live 
in  some  sort  of  relation  to  other  people.  No  man 
can  be  a  real  follower  of  Jesus  and  Ignore  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  those  about  him.  No  individual  church  has 
any  right  In  the  name  of  independence  to  go  its 
way  regardless  of  the  interests  of  other  sister 
churches  and  the  interests  and  welfare  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  We  all  have  one  Lord,  one  com¬ 
mission,  one  task,  and  wit  hone  overLord,  one 
indwelling  spirit,  one  and  the  same  divine  com¬ 
mand  we  should  react  alike,  that  is  we  should 
work  together. 


Collection  0/  the  75  Million  Fund 

It  has  been  understood  all  along  that  one-fifth 
of  each  rubscription  made  to  the  76  Million  Cam¬ 
paign  was  to  be  paid  by  the  1st  of  May.  Thefe  are 
tremendous  and  insistent  reasons  why  this  should 
be  done.  I  mention  ‘wo  only: 

First,  all  of  our  Boards  have  laid  out  their  work 
on  the  basis  of  one-rifth  of  the  amount  coming 
to  them  in  the  75  Million  Campaign.  If  we  do  not  church  treasurer.  Orders  are 
collect  one-fifth  of  the  amount  of  money  subscrlb-  We  must  do  evreytblng  In 
ed,  then  our  Boards  are  going  to  be  burdened  with 
debt.  This  would  be  disastrous.  The  real  purpose  of 
the  campaign  was  to  eliminate  the  debt  pn^lem 
and  turn  the  116,000  or  $20,000  spent  each  year 
for  interest  into  the  regular  mission  Work.  It  has 
become  insistent  on  each  subscriber  to  pay  one- 
fifth  of  his  subscription  by  the  first  of  May  this 
year,  because  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  the 
Boards  have  laid  out  their  work  on  the  basis  of 
the  75  Million  Campaign,  the  expense  of  the  cam¬ 
paign  has  to  be  met  out  of  the  first  year's  receipts. 

While  the  expense  Is  not  great,  being  three-fourths 
of  one  per  cent,  yet  it  is  great  epough  to  affect 
materially  the  receipts  of  the  Boards  unless  we 
should  collect  one-fifth  of  the  amount  subscribed.

There  has  never  been  a  better  revival  than 
that  which  began  wl"  " 
the  Baptist.  It  spread  far  and  wide. 

many  years;  ft  reached  all  classes  _ 

men's  lives,  at  every  angle,  all  because  It  began 
at  the  right  place.  He  set  up  anew  the  standard 
of  righteousness  and  summoned  men  to  come  to 
It.  He  demanded  that  men  should  repent  and  turn 
to  God.  Whatever  of  evangelism  or  efforts  at 
revival  do  dot  root  themselves  in  repentance  are 
not  worth  our  time.  Whatever  does  not  set  up 
a  high  standard  of  righteousness  Is  doomed  to 
failure  In  the  end. 

The  standards  of  righteousness  were  set  before 
John  long  before  he  began  preaching  and  they 
became  the  standard  of  his  life.  It  is  said  of  his 
father  and  mother  that  they  were  both  righteous 
before  God,  walking  in  all  the  commandments 
and  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blameless.  This  Is  a 
strong  and  significant  statement.  That  they  were 
righteous  before  God,  means  that  they  acknow¬ 
ledged  God  In  their  lives;  they  took  him  Into  ac¬ 
count  in  all  they  did.  Their  conduct  must  be  with 
reference  to  him  and  meet  his  approval.  Nothing 
was  right  except  it  was  done  with  reference  to 
God  and  had  passed  his  .Inspection.  That  means 
they  were  godly  people.  They  met  the  favor  of 
God  and  their  conduct  was  uprlgght  in  his  sight. 
This  is  the  home  and  atmosphere  In  which  John 
the  Baptist  grew  up  and  he  drank  In  Its  ideals 
with  every  breath. 

It  was  far  from  universal  at  the  time;  indeed 
it  must  have  been  exceptional.  But  John  was 
not  restive  under  It  for  It  must  h*ve  been  his  de¬ 
light.  seeing  that  he  was  filled  with  the  Holy 
Spirit  even  from  bis  mother's  womb.  Righteous¬ 
ness  became  the  passion  and  Joy  of  his  life.  The 
sins  of  his  generation  produced  the  keynote  to 
his  mlnstry:  "Renpent  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
Is  at  hand.” 

With  him  repentance  meant  to  square  the  life 
with  the  will  of  God.  to  line  up  the  conduct  with  the 
laws  of  his  kingdom,  to  put  away  completely  and 
forever  the  sin  that  alienates  from  God  and  rt:- 
knowledge  and  obey  his  rule  over  the  entire  life. 
There  can  be  no  subterfuge,  there  must  be  no 
camouflage  or  compromise.  Out  the  door  with 
sin!  and  welcome  the  reign  of  Christ  In  the  heart 
and  life.  It  must  be  thorough.  The  ax  Is  laid  at 
the  root  of  the  trees.  No  trimming  or  pruning  of 
the  limbs  of  the  tree  will  suffice;  the  root  la  the 
place  to  strike.  Lay  the  ax  to  it;  cut  away  till 
the  whole  sinful  life  falls  and  there  Is  a  full 
surrender  and  a  new  life.  John  the  Baptist  didn't 
believe  In  planting  corn  In  the  woods.  He  didn't 
believe  much  in  simply  deadening  the  trees.  He

THE  BIBLE  PIECEMEAL 


On  the  average  Bible  reader  the  Impression 
made  1  y  reading  It  from  end  to  end  In  Its  oneness. 
To  the  common  man  there  Is  no  difficulty  In  be¬ 
lieving  In  its  unity  of  authorship.  Variety  there 
Is  to  be  sure,  but  to  the  ordinary  reader  It  Is 
one  Book.  There  Is  the  unity  and  continuity  of 
purpose  from  the  account  of  the  creation  in  Gen¬ 
esis  to,  the  new  heavens  and  the  new  earth  In 
Revelation.  There  is  the  same  tone  of  authority. 
The  same  moral  aim,  the  same  mingling  of  divine 
righteousness  and  divine  grace  throughout:  the 
sea  of  glass  mingled  with  fire,  the  Jasper  bright¬ 
ness  and  the  circling  rainbow.  The  same  lips  In 
the  same  sentence  proclaimed.  “Jehovah.  Jehovah 
God.  merciful  and  gracious,  long-suffering  and 
abundant  In  goodness  and  truth,  keeping  me.’cy 
for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity  and  transgres¬ 
sion  and  sin,”  along  with  the  opposite  truth, 
"That  will  by  no  means  clear  the  guilty,  visiting 
the  Iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  and 
upon  the  children's  children.”  The  whole  gamut 
of  human  experience  and  human  need  Is  covered. 

But  our  Bible  took  a  long  time  In  the  making. 
It  was  not  all  written  at  the  same  time,  nor  by 
the  same  man.  Centuries  were  covered  In  Its 
composition.  Many  parts  there  were,  for  the 
Bible  was  made  piecemeal.  We  are  accustomed  to 
speak  of  the  historic,  poetic  and  prophetic  books. 
But  these  In  each  class  were  sometimes  centuries 
apart  In  their  writing.  Why  were  they  not  all 
given  at  once?  Why  was  the  Book  not  completed 
at  one  writing  and  given  to  man  for  his  Instruc¬ 
tion,  conviction,  restoration  and  education  In 
righteousness?  Why  should  not  Abraham  have 
had  our  Bible,  Instead  of  being  left  without  a 
line.  It  will  help  to  think  on  this  line,  even 
though  the  complete  answer  may  not  be  given  us. 

For  one  thing  the  Bible  Is  largely  history  and 
history  cannot  be  written  before  the  facts.  If  It 
should  be  It  would  be  unintelligible.  It  would  be 
meaningless  and  useless.  We  must  wait  till  the 
work  Is  done  before  the  story  Is  told  If  we  are 
to  have  the  Bible  as  It  Is  today.  And  It  Is  better 
that  the  story  should  be  told  near  to  the  time 
of  the  facts  and  as  largely  as  possible  by  those 
who  were  actors  In  the  history.  This  necessitates 
Its  being  In  many  parts.  God  Is  revealed  In  acts 
and  facts,  more  than  In  philosophical  or  descrip¬ 
tive  statement.  The  Bible  Is  a  book  of  object  les¬ 
sons.  It  tells  us  of  the  work  of  God.  He  Is  re¬ 
vealed  In  his  activity  all  down  the  ages,  from 
generation  to  generation.  The  purpose  of  the 
Bible  Is  to  reveal  God.  It  la  well  for  him  to  show 
himself  from  ago  to  age.  History  Is  philosophy 
teaching  by  example.  The  Bible  Is  God's  Interpreta¬ 
tion  of  history.  God  in  history. 

There  Is  a  further  reason,  namely  that 
man  caqnot  In  one  generation  take  In  all  that 
may  be  known  and  needs  to  be  known  of  God. 
Each  succeeding  statute  of  revelation  prepares 
the  way  for  the  next.  The  spiritual  receptivity  of 
man.  his  ability  to  understand  the  things  of  God 
must  be  gradually  developed,  and  this  can  be 
done  only  by  successive  waves  of  revelation.  Hla 
method  Is  still  the  same  with  the  Individual  that 
It  has  been  with  the  race  for  we  read  In  the  New 
Testament  that  "Of  His  fullness  have  we  all  re¬ 
ceived  and  grace  upon  grace.”  More  comes  as  we 
are  able  to  receive  and  appropriate  It.  He  could 
not  reveal  to  Abraham  what  he  made  known  to 
Moses.  He  said  to  Moses,  "I  appeared  unto  Abra¬ 
ham  by  the  name  of  God  Almighty,  but  by  my 
name  Jehovah  was  I  not  known  to  him.”  But  the 
revelation  to  Moses  could  never  have  been  made 
but  for  the  earlier  one  to  Abraham. 

Similarly  the  law  given  by  Moses  was  our 
school  master  to  lead  on  to  Christ.  A  child  can't 
go  In  the  first  year  of  his  schooling  from  the 
primer  to  differential  calcullus.  The  mind  must 


have  time  to  grow.  It  took  a  long  time  and  re¬ 
peated  efforts  at  revelation  before  the  gospels 
could  be  written.  After  that  some  time  must 
elapse  before  Romans  could  be  written.  And  It 
Is  a  long  step  to  the  Revelation  given  to  John 
on  Patmos.  But  God  never  got  discouraged ;  He 
never  quits.  Through  all  the  ages  his  unbroken 
purpose  runs.  Many  parts  were  necessary  before 
He  could  speak  to  us  In  his  Son. 


"The  community  church  In  Its  best  estate  Is 
not  a  Christian  church  and  can  never  be  a  Chris¬ 
tian  church.  In  this  Is  Its  community  character 
gloriously  emphasized  and  Its  truly  universal 
significance  made  beautifully  manifest  The  com¬ 
munity  church  In  method  and  spirit  Is  not  theo¬ 
logical  In  any  sense  or  the  word;  It  is  simply  and 
solely  human.  AH  men  are  Its  potential  members, 
all  communities  of  men  IU  kingdom  of  God  com¬ 
ing  on  earth,  all  dreams  of  men  the  altars  of  IU 
spirit.  It  would  exclude  no  one  from  IU  love  who 
has  a  need  or  an  Ideal.  It  would  take  unto  Itself 
®H  men  everywhere,  whether  they  b9  Jew  or  Gen¬ 
tile,  bond  or  free . It  must  necessarily  In¬ 

clude  atheists  as  well  as  thelsU.  Mohammedans 
as  well  as  Christians.  Jews  as  well  as  Oentlles.” 

We've  been  busy  telling  the  Chinese  women 
what  kind  of  shoes  to  wear.

We  do  not  pass 
upon  the  genuineness  of  the  cures,  nor  the  sin¬ 
cerity  of  the  healer.  We  have  not  the  Information 
necessary  to  form  an  opinion.  But  the  pathos  of 
the  situation  Is  singularly  moving.  The  hunger 
of  men  and  women  and  children  for  the  super¬ 
natural,  the  eagerness  of  the  suffering  and  of 
their  friends  Is  enough  to  stir  any  soul.  One  can 
understand  how  the  sight  of  the  multitudes  mov¬ 
ed  the.  Lord  to  compassion,  so  that  there  was 
not  even  time  to  eat.  How  we  cry  for  help  when 
we  are  In  trouble!  Sometimes  nothing  else  will 
draw  us  to  Him.  And  how  the  world  needs  the 
ministry  which  Jesus  brings!  The  lesson  for  us 
Is  to  try  to  supply  It  according  to  the  strength 
and  wisdom  which  He  gives,  and  bring  to  all 
men  the  health  of  body  and  soul  which  our  Lord 
brought  to  many  In  the  days  of  his  earthly  min¬ 
istry.  Eight  extra  street  cars  and  eighteen  police¬ 
men  were  required  to  handle  the  crowd  which 
gathered  about  the  man  who  professes  to  heal 
the  sick  In  New  Orleans. 


He  glveth  to  ALL  MEN  unconditionally.” 
Yes,  that  Is  true  He  makes  some  flowers  spring 
up  on  the  way  side  or  the  Jonquils  bloom  In  our 
yards  without  any  efort  or  culture  whatever.  But 
you  have  noticed  of  course  that  rarer  and  fairer 
flowers  grow  In  the  gardens  of  those  who  care¬ 
fully  cultivate  them.  He  glveth  to  all  men.  but 
he  gives  the  best  gifts  to  those  who  fulfill  the 
proper  conditions.  He  gives  to  all  men,  but  there 
are  some  things  reserved  for  those  who  ask.  He 
glveth  to  all  men,  but  no  good  thing  will  He 
withhold  from  them  that  walk  uprightly.  His 
generosity  In  giving  to  all  men  unconditionally 
Is  our  encouragement  to  covet  earnestly  the  beet 
gifts.  He  Is  willing  to  give  to  the  limit  but  he 
does  not  force  his  best  gifts  upon  us.  To  the  sick 
man  at  the  pool  he  courteously  asks,  "Dost  thou 
wish  to  be  made  whole?"  To  the  blind  man  at 
Jericho  he  says,  "What  wilt  thou  that  I  should 
do  unto  thee?”  To  all  of  us  he  says,  "If  ye  abide 
In  me  and  my  words  abide  In  you  ye  shall  ask 
what  ye  wish  and  It  shall  be  done  nnto  you.’* 
Or  as  James  writes,  "If  any  man  lack  let  him 
ask  of  God  who  glveth  to  all  men  unconditionally 


And  It  shall  be  given  him."  He  Is  characterised  as 
"the  giving  God."

Pa- 
t  rnts  may  come  with  a  feeling  of  confidence 
that  the  hospital  Is  doing  everything  to  safe¬ 
guard  their  Interests  and  to  provide  the  best 
facllllties  for  their  medication  and  care. 

Every  floor  is  supervised  by  a  graduate  nurse; 
a  dietician  Is  employed  for  the  preparation  of 
specjal  diets:  no  effort  is  spared  in  educating  and 
training  young  women  to  give  the  best  nursing 
service:  special  attention  is  paid  to  the  cleanli¬ 
ness  of  the  institution;  attending  physicians  are 
provided  with  modern  facilities,  including  un¬ 
excelled  laboratory  and  X-Ray  service;  a  com¬ 
plete  record  of  each  patient  is  kept  and  all  phy¬ 
sicians  practicing  in  the  hospital  make  a  thor¬ 
ough  physlckl  examination  and  use.  all  the  scien¬

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THE  RETIRE I)  MINISTER  AT  ANY  AGE.

The  supreme  claim  of  the  retired  minister  Is 
being  recognized  everywhere  with  a  great  for¬ 
ward  movement.  The  denominations  are  swing¬ 
ing  Into  line  and  getting  ready  for  bis  day  of 
need.  This  Is  as  true  of  the  young  and  middle- 
aged,  who  break  along  the  road,  as  of  the  old, 
who  have  served  well  through  the  long,  long  day 
of  strife. 

So  far,  there  has  never  been  any  kind  of  re¬ 
lief  program,  except  for  the  aged  minister.That 
day  is  over.  The  young  and  the  middle-aged  are 
Included  in  the  new  convention  program  for  min¬ 
isterial  relief.  The  provisions  of  the  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board  will  soon  cease  to  be  thought  of 
as  a  charity.  Its  gifts  will  be  regarded  as  a 
moral  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  churches  to 
lay  up  deferred  wages  for  the  men  who  by  their 
ordination  vows,  closed  the  avenues  by  which 
men  ordinarily  achieve  a  competency.  It 
is  coming  to  be  honestly  believed  from  entering 
the  ministry  more  frequently,  than  the  prospects 
of  no  provisions  for  old  age. 

Young  men  do  not  determine  their  call  to  the 
ministry  on  the  basis  of  salary,  but  the  denomina¬ 
tion  that  puts  a  low  estimate  on  the  value  of  his 
services,  and  the  Importance  of  his  tasks,  is 
not  likely  to  appeal  successfully  to  the  young  men 
who  prize  the  one  life  he  has  to  live,  and  wants 
to  make  it  count  In  the  world. 

A  business  man  out  of  his  business  gathers  a 
provision  against  such  an  exigency,  but  most  min¬ 
isters  have  barely  enough  to  support  their  own 
families.  They  cannot  lay  up  against  the  future. 
The  ministry  should  never  be  turned  into  a 
money-making  profession  for  the  great  reason 
that  the  minister  who  seeks  personal  fortune  Is 
soon  destroyed.  Now  it  was  never  intended  that 
the  place  of  the  minister  should  be  one  of  ample 
means  and  luxury,  on  the  other  hand  when  his 
work  is  over  he  should  not  suffer  want 
The  Baptist  hosts  bf  the  South  are  setting  out 
to  provide  for  what  In  the  highest  sense  is  re¬ 
garded  as  a  debt  to  these  soldiers  of  the  cross, 
and  are  no  longer  going  to  see  them  go  down  to 
the  grave  like  the  inmate  of  a  poor  house,  or  a 
dependant  upon  charity,  no  matter  whether  they 
be  young  or  oid  men  when  the  day  of  forced  re¬ 
tirement  comes.  The  progress  made  in  unifying 
the  "General  Relief"  side  of  the  work  is  a  source 
of  Joy  and  delight  to  the  board.  All  of  the 
Southern  States,  except  one,  have  transferred 
their  relief  work  to  the  Convention  Board.  These 
states  are  as  follows:  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisi¬ 
ana,  Texas.  Kentucky,  Arkansas.  Oklahoma  and 
New  Mexico.  The  lists  of  beneficiaries  now  runs 
Into  the  hundreds  while  from  ten  to  twenty  are 
being  added  monthly.  Now  and  then  one  Is  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  restful  shade  on  the  other  side  of 
the  river,  but  there  Is  always  another  to  take  hts 
place.  There  are  at  least  a  thousand  ministers 
In  our  fellowship  today,  who  are  In  dire  want 
through  illness,  misfortune  or  old  age,  of  the  neces¬ 
sities  of  life.  Many  have  died  having  been  unable 
to  make  adequate  provision  for  the  care  of  their 
families.  Our  main  task  at  present  Is  In  dealing 
with  the  old  men  of  the  ministry.  The  great  ma¬ 
jority  of  them  are  of  the  pioneer  type.  Many  of 
the  cases  are  most  pitiful. 

I  received  only  the  other  day  a  letter  from  an 
old  minister  who  has  served  faithfully  for  more 
than  forty  years,  and  who  is  now  very  poor.  One 
of  the  old  pioneer  preachers,  who  has  gone  here 
and  there  over  the  country  organizing  churches 
and  Sunday  schools,  and  receiving  very  little 
compensation  for  his  work;  and  doing  many 
other  things  on  the  side  in  order  to  make  a  liv¬ 
ing.  He  Is  now  very  old,  and  unable  to  work, 
and  no  church  wants  him.  He  wrote  that  his 
wife  and  daughter  were  taking  in  washing  for  a 
living.  Most  of  these  men  were  country  preach¬ 
ers  and  farmed  mainly  for  a  living. 

I  am  also  in  receipt  of  Information  from  an 
old  preacher  In  Oklahoma  who  has  also  grown  old 
and  has  been  compelled  to  give  up  his  work. 
The  Information  comes  that  a  *good  woman,  out 


of  pure  sympathy  for  this  old  man  has  taken 
him  into  her  home;  or  did  take  him  and  kept 
him  for  a  long  time.  They  are  objects  of  pity. 

It  Is  hard  to  estimate  the  value  to  these  pio¬ 
neer  preachers,  who  drew  so  little  by  way  of 
compensation  from  the  ministry,  and  yet  who  In 
their  own  way  were  busy  going  here  and  there. 
Many  of  them  held  great  revival  meetings  and 
baptized  converts  by  the  thousands.  We  think 
of  them  as  heroes  of  the  cross,  because  so  many, 
like  Paul  of  old,  have  fought  a  good  fight,  and 
defended  the  faith  with  breast  bare  to  the  bat¬ 
tle  stroke. 

On  his  breast,  there  may  be  no  sign  of  mili¬ 
tary  prowess;  on  his  sleeve  no  sign  to  tell  of 
battles  won;  no  record  of  times  be  "went  over 
the  top  ’  amid  the  clash  of  polished  bayonets,, 
and  In  the  face  of  the  deadly  rain  of  machine 
gun  bullets.  And  yet,  he  bears  in  his  body  the 
marks  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

He  is  not  only  a  hero,  but  a  veteran  as  well. 
It  has  been  a  long  time  ago  since,  trusting  in 
neither  horseman  nor  chariot,  he  went  out  In 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  set  up  his  banners. 
Many  have  been  the  days  of  hts  life  when  ho 
fought  on  with  everything  going  against  him. 
Many  the  times  he  left  wife  and  little  ones  for 
weeks  at  a  time.  • 

But  old  age  has  overtaken  him,  and  bis  days 
of  active  work  in  the  ranks  are  over.  The  Bap¬ 
tists  of  the  South  owe  a  debt  to  the  disabled  and 
aged  hero  of  the  cross.  No  others  are  going  to 
pay  that  debt,  and  we  would  not  have  It  other¬ 
wise.  We  want  to  pay  It  ourselves.  Let  us  make 
it  easy  for  him  to  lay  aside  his  arms  and  rest. 
That  rest  is  due  him.  Let  us  make  It  easy  for 
him  to  sit  down  In  the  evening  of  life  among  his 
loved  ones  or  some  old  time  friend,  until  the 
hour  shall  come  when  he  shall  be  transferred 
without  fall  into  that  upper  and  better  land. 

But  there  is  another  class  of  preachers  that 
we  must  get  ready  for— and  make  a  larger  pro¬ 
vision  for  in  the  matter  of  a  yearly  allowance. 

I  refer  to  the  minister  who  has  had  years  of 
college  and  seminary  training  In  order  to  get 
ready  for  his  work.  Every  day  and  hour  has 
been  given  to  the  ministry,  with  no  time,  oppor¬ 
tunity  dr  Inclination,  to  make  a  dollar  on  the 
side,  while  all  are  growing  Into  years,  with  no 
possible  provision  for  old  age,  except  in  rare  In¬ 
stances.  The  provision  for  these  must  as  far  as 
possible  be  commensurate  with  the  time  given 
and  sacrifices  made  In  preparation  for  and  labor 
In  the  ministry.  When  these  men  fall  they  must 
be  rescued  and  cared  for  by  the  denomination, 
both  they  and  their  families. 

We  have  also  found  that  many  widows  of 
Baptist  preachers,  some  of  them  young  women, 
are  lost  In  the  great  crowd  and  forgotten;  and 
are  struggling  with  groups  of  little  children 
about  them.  Two  widows,  one  with  five  little 
children,  whose  husband  died  last  August.  When 
we  found  out  her  condition  that  she  was  with¬ 
out  any  sort  of  Income,  and  of  course,  not  able 
to  go  out  and  take  a  position  because  of  the 
little  ones  at  home,  we  at  once  gave  her  a  place 
with  such  an  allowance  as  would  keep  poverty 
from  the  door.  And  the  other,  whose  husband 
died  last  spring,  Is  a  college  graduate,  and  wrote 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  refined  letters  that 
ever  reached  this  office.  Her  heart  was  broken 
In  her  loneliness  and  helplessness.  She  has  four 
little  children.  We  at  once  came  to  her  rescue 
and  provided  for  her  necessities.  It  Is  a  shame 
upon  Southern  Baptists  that  orphan  children 
have  been  penalized  because  their  father  hap¬ 
pened  to  be  a  Baptist  preacher.  That  day  must 
be  gone  forever. 

I  wish  that  you  could  know  tbe  deep  Joy  that 
has  come  to  me  from  reading  the  legacies  of  love 
from  some  who  regularly  receive  checks  from 
our  office — one  recipient  wrote,  after  spending 
the  last  penny;  "God  has  never  forsaken  us  and 
I  know  he  never  will.”  One  wrote:  "When  your 
letter  came  with  Its  check  It  seemed  as  If  Jesus 
himself  hsd  come  Into  our  home." 

In'  a  little  while  these  old  people  will  be  gone. 
Let  us  make  their  last  days  bright  with  hope  and 
comfort. 


HEBREW  CHAPLAINS  AT  LARGE. 


(Congressman  Wm.  D.  Upshaw  of  Oeorgia.) 

I  expect  to  Introduce  an  amendment  to  the  army 
reorganisation  bill  authorising  the  appointment  of 
Hebrew  Chaplalns-at-lArge.  sufficient  in  number 
to  serve  the  Hebrew  soldiers  In  the  regular  army. 
Of  course,  ordinarily,  there  are  not  enough  Jews 
in  any  one  unit  of  twelve  hundred  then  to  Justiry 
a  regular  Hebrew  Chaplain  for  that  particular 
unit,  but  my  amendment  will  provide  for  Chaplains 
at-Large  to  be  stationed  at  convenient  geographical 
centers  so  as  to  serve  at  regular  intervals  all  our 
Jewish  soldiers.  According  to  the  constitution 
our  government  cannot  be  the  patron  of  any  par 
tlcular  form  of  religion,  but  recognising  the  value 
of  religion  as  the  basis  of  that  character  that 
gives  morals  to  both  the  citlsen  and  tbe  soldier.  It 
is  clearly  within  the  province  of  the  government 
to  protect  and  encourage  all  relllgon  that  Inspires 
reverence  for  God  an J  gives  morality  and  stability 
to  character.  Therefore,  In  face  of  the  splendid 
contribution  which  the  reverent  and  progressive 
Hebrews  of  America  have  made  to  our  patriotism, 
our  prowess  and  progress,  it  Is  unthinkable  that 
our  army  organisation  which  recognises  the  re¬ 
ligion  of  Protestant  and  Catholic,  should  longer 
pursue  a  course  toward  the  Hebrews  whoch  can 
only  be  construed  as  religious  neglect  or  religious 
coercion.  Major  C  C.  Bateman,  the  honored  Dean 
of  tbe  Chaplains  of  the  United  States  army  strik¬ 
ingly  declares  that  during  the  thirty  years  la 
which  he  has  been  an  army  chaplain,  be  has  been 
deeply  moved  to  witness  the  religious  loneliness 
of  Jewish  soldiers;  and  being  a  Baptist  himself 
and  trained  In  his  family  for  generations  to  be¬ 
lieve  in  freedom  of  conscience  and  the  rompe 
fence  of  each  soul  before  God  In  religion.  It  Is 
natural  that  he  should  plead  strongly  for  Hebrew 
Chaplains. 

Personally,  of  course.  I  would  that  every  He¬ 
brew  could  see  In  a  personal  acceptance  of  the 
Hebrew  Christ  the  Messiah  who  has  already  come, 
but  as  long  as  the  honest  patriotic  Jew  desires  his 
Rabbi  as  his  teacher,  then  in  the  name  of  the  Ood 
of  Abraham  and  tbe  God  of  American  freedom, 
let  the  voice  of  the  Hebrew  soul  be  heard.

Up  to  the  present  time  New  Orleans  has  been 
known  as  a  Roman  Catholic  center,  but  the  Cath¬ 
olic  faith  Is  crumbling  and  many,  many  of  them 
are  turning  to  our  Baptist  faith. 

We  have  nine  organized  mission  stations,  that  Is 
to  say,  houses  where  they  have  Sunday  school, 
prayer  meetings  and  sometimes  preaching  service. 
Most  of  the  teaching  and  preaching  In  those  sta¬ 
tions  is  done  by  the  students  In  the  institute. 

Aside  from  this  the  women  of  our  school  do 
house  to  house'  visitation  in  the  interest  of  the  Sun¬ 
day  school  and  other  phases  of  the  work.  In  this 
way  we  come  in  direct  contact  with  the  people, 
their  home  life  and  needs. 

Sometimes  as  we  pass  through  the  streets  and 
alleys  of  the  cities  where  the  children  know  us, 
they  come  with  open  arms  and  almost  take  us  off 
our  feet.  It  would  almost  break  the  heart  of  any¬ 
one  to  see  these  litle  neglected,  ragged  urchins 
as  they  lok  up  into  our  faces  and  seem  to  love  us 
and  our  kindly  touch  so  much.  Then  how  they 
beg  us  to  tell  them  Bible  stories  and  how  eagerly 
they  listen  as  we  tell  them  about  the  true  God. 
Some  of  them  have  never  known  anything  else  but 
to  pray  to  some  image,  and  praying  set  prayers. 

The  following  is  a  true  incident  of  Berean  Mis¬ 
sion: 

Thursday  night  is  the  time  for  prayer  meeting 
at  Berean  Mission  on  Eagle  treeet  near  the  river. 
It  was  a  cold,  cloudy,  rainy  evening,  but  Mr. 
Miller  put  on  his  rain  coat  and  left  the  Institute, 
thinking  it  very  probable  that  no  one  would  come 
to  the  mission  that  night,  but  when  he  arrived 
he  found  four  little  girls  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  eleven,  three  of  these  from  Catholic 
homes,  there  to  meet  him.
